Philip-the Second, of infamous memory. 
Légaspi effected a successful scttlomont in 
Zebu,’ and before his death, m 1572, had 
subdued all the native tribes on the western 
‘shores of the. -principal islands. The pro- 
vious year had been marked by the capture 
of Manila, and thither the seat of Govern- 
ment was transferred. Miguel Legaspi, a 
Biscayan by birth, was ano of the great 
race of adventurers, and a man possessed 
of both chivalrous .and commanding 
qualitics. The age’ was fertile in such 
men; nor has our own country failed. to 
contribute her full quota to the illustrious 
roll. Of Drake and Raleigh, of Cook and 
Philip, of Flinders and Franklin, .the 
memory should be held by Australians in 
imperishable honor. .. ’ ; : 
For more than three centuries, then, 
Spain has held virtually undisturbed poases- 
sion of that extensive end bountiful island. 
region. With what result? With tho

The Chinese question has bean fromthe © 
firat a perplexing problem for the Spanish 
Government, . Despite every obstacle that 
could be placed in their way, theso indomi-, 
tably enterprising people poured in great 
numbers into the new settlements. . They 
formed, in fact, the industrial strength of 
the population; for tho natives, naturally 
of incorrigibly lazy: habits, soon forgot 
-under ‘priestly domination, many of: the 
trades and pursuits formerly cultivated 
amongst them.’ The Chinese became’ 
artisans, shopkcopera, gardeners, agrical- . 
jurists, and fishermen of the Archipelago. 
y their skilful and unwearied industry, 
their frugality, and their cunning, they 
became rich, whilst the natives round them - 
remained steeped in their aboriginal poverty. 
It was inevitable that these conditions 
should excite in the Intter a fixed hatred 
and envy of the intruders. The clergy, 
moreover, thoroughly. disliked them. for 
their obstinate paganitm and for tho barrier | 
they thus presented to tho spread of 
Christianity amongst the natives. . These 
two currents of sentiment, constantly active, 
could not.ba entirely overlooked by tha 
Governmont. Ordinances were issued from 
time to time limiting the namber of the 
Chinese. These lod to acts of pasdive . 
resistance on the part’ of the latter. Tho 
jealousy of the native.race became inflamed:

On ona 
occasion, in 1603, a wholesale massacre of 
the Chineso was porpotrated, and it is anid 
that no less than-25,000 of them fell victims 
to the rage of their enemies. Again, in 
1639, there was a second massacre of the 
Chinesc. In 1662 ond in 1709. similiar 


Mmassicres occurred, In 1769 the Spanish ~ 


Governor-General issued an order. that-all 
tho Chinese in the Philippine Islands should 
be hanged, and the order was very geueral- 
ly. carried out, And so late as in 1819 8 
fresh grogt massacre occurred,’ when. the - 
liens were auspocted of having introdticed 
the cholera and poisoned the wells. The , 
greater part of the Europeans in Manila . 
algo fell victima to the fury of the populace. 
Notwithstanding all those sanguinary pro- 
scriptiona—connived at, if not instigated 
by the Government—tho Chinese continned 


to pour in annually in very large numbers. : 


They are atill subjected to many vexatious 
impos as traders, and to many exactions. 
as laborers; but in epite of all, they-con- 
tinue to grow rich and flourish, and their 
number in tho islands is atthe present time 


very considerable, ' Sefior Jagor,. who took - - 


special note of the. movoments of. these 
people while travelling in tho Egat, draws, 
the conclusion that the Chinese ate destin~ 
ed in time dither to’ supplant every other 
element, or to found a mixed race ypon 
which to stamp their individuality over 
* every seotion of remote India, .in tha 
South Seas, in tho Indian Archipelago, and 
in the Southern States. of America,” : 

_If this forecast be correct there is a very 
difficulé problem awaiting solution at: the 
hands both of the British and Amorican 
Governments, It similarly’ monaces, 
though in-s, smaller degree, the Goyern- 
nients of these colonies, and that of Queens- 
land more especially.: The facts ‘bearing 
upon if are. all worthy of our serious con- 
sideration ; as, indecd, nothing bearing on 
the piokies: of events in the great Kastern 
world can fail of interest and importance 
for Australian colonists. es 
eee :
